Tlio situa- 
tion IB most serious tonight, and 1500 
strikers have been doing about us they 
plowed. Thia evening they forced a 
picket line that for forty-eight hours has 
surrounded the packing houses under 
the valid of the big buildings. Many 
employes tonight while on their way 
from work wore assaulted by strikers, 
who were stationed at all points to in- 
tercept them. 


Many of tho men who loft tho plants 
last night and went home to sleep were 
unable to roturn to work today. In 
some 
instances 
their 
houses" were 


watched by strikers and they woro 
afraid to venture out. Men who woro 
on their way to work w«re turned back 
by strikers and not allowed to pass the 
strickers' picket lines. In one instance 
three policemen were unable to eacort 
one night tank man to hig home. A 
moboftho strikers would not permit 
them to pass uud the laborer bad to rc- 
turii to the plant and slay there. 


Tho strikers are in tin angry frame of 


inind. Entrances to the packing houses 
are guarded by tho strikers with an 
armed force of men, with clubs, revol- 
vers and stones. Mayor Johnson pre- 
dicts serious trouble, and unless the 
militia is brought into action at once 
he eays that the regular army will have 
to be brought into action to prevent

The New Site for the High 


School. 


COUItT HOUSE PABK AVAILABLE 


Tho Supervisors 
Will 
Give the 


Proposition Consideration 


Today. 


Tbo proposition to place the new high 


school building on tho southwest comer 
of the court houso park haa met with 
very general fuvor among the people 
who look upon that courao as a solution 
of the vexed question of placing tho new 
structure on the lot with the white 
school house, or moving that edifice off 
to some other locality. There waa a 
general discussion of the matter today 
about town, and objections were heard 
on two grounds only. Certain persona 
have been calculating for some time 
that Fresno would in the course of a few 
yeara have a government building, and 
this building would look well on that 
corner of the court house park. Other 
persons, who would like to see the 
school building placed there, are doubt- 
ful if tbo land can bo secured for that 
purpose. The impression among nearly 
ull persons who have uot investigated 
the matter is that the court house park 
was given tho county tor tho use of a 
court bouse only, and any other 
ueo 


would cause it to revert to the Southern 
Pacillc Railroad Company. 


Thirty minutes spent in examining 


the deed in tho county recorder's ollice, 
by which the park waa conveyed to the 
county, will show that the land waa not 
given for a court house only, and, in 
fact was not given at all, but was sold to 
the county. The consideration 
was 


merely nominal, however. 


The history and tcruia of that deed 


are as follows: On March, 18,1874, the 
contract and Finance Company, which 
waa the predecessor of the Pacific. Im- 
provement Company, deeded to the 
county fourteen and one-half acres of 
land fur aud in consideration of the sum 
of $1, and the deed states, "the same lot 
the erection of a court house thereon 
and for other county purposes." 


That is all there is of it. The deed 


may be found on page 9, volume 1C of 
deeds. 
No other condition!} »re laid 


down. Not one word IB eaid about tbc 
land reverting to the original owner, or 
lo anybody else, in case other uses are 


nide of it. 
There could scarcely bo any conten- 


tion that tho proposed high school 13 not 
a county institution. It ia insomo ways 
a district affair, being built by a tax on 
the district, but the eume may bo eaid 
of every school ho use in the i-ounty, and 
Lhey arc regarded as county schools. 
I'npils from all parts of the county can 
and wilt attend, and the benolit will ex- 
tend lo the remotest corners of Llie 
county, and a high school tlierp will un- 
doubtedly be of as much tienelit to the 
people at lurgu as is that graceless, tin 
jultivated corner of the piirk, as it is 
LOW. 


Four of the five supervisors were in- 


terviewed yesterday on the subject, by a 
representative ot TUB ItKi'imi.it'AN, and 
Llioy nil were inclined to favor tbo idea.

K. It. Butler—I have been thinking 


over the proposition of placing a high

As to putting the 
high school thero 1 have not thoroughly 
tntido up my mind yet, but 1 can say 
this much, I Invve not decided to oppose 
it. Some people claim that the hind 
cannot bo used for that purpose, but 1 
think differently. I um giving the mat- 
ter careful consideration, but 1 have nob 
yet arrived at u final conclusion on the 
liigh bcliool proposition. 


J. 11. fcayrc—Wo have been talking 


the matier over. I :un certainly not 
prepared to oppose the plan. If it wero 
u ward school, whero small children 
would attend, I might oppose it on tho 
grounds that they would make too much 
uuisii at receaa and disturb tlio courts. 
But it will be a high school, attended 
only by largo pupils, and I cannot, see 
that they should bu noiny. 1 had thought 
it a good location for a government 
building. 


T. It. Foster—I am in favor of putting 


the high school on that corner of the 
park. 1 cannot see what better use tho 
lot could bo put to. Tho matter was 
mentioned to me only a silioit time ago, 
but 1 was in favor of it from tho first. 


F. F. hotelier—I am in favor of put- 


ting the high school there. As is well 
known, 1 have always maintained 
that there is too in null hind in the park. 
It U an expense to keep it isp. The part

reason why it ought not be given to tho 
high school and let them put n suitable 
fence around it and beautify it, and it 
will never be an eyesore to the people of 
Fresno county.
